Chemist Addresses Two Injured in 

Community Club Crash on Pike 



DR. W. T. TAGGART SPEAKS ON 
INTERESTING SUBJECT AT 
•' REGULAR MEETING LAST 

TUESDAY. 

Tlic s| >c:i k <.' r at the regular meeting 

■of tlie Narberth Women's Community 
Club mi Tuesday was Dr. W. T. Tug- 
gart, Professor of Chemistry .'in. I l)i- 
roi-to'r of the Chemical Laboratory of 
the Cniversity of Pennsylvania. The 
subject of hi* address was, "Shall We 
Continue to Have an American Dye 
Industry ."' 

Dr. Taggart is a recognized authority 

.. on the chemical industry and gave a 
very complete and comprehensive out- 
line of the importance of continuing 
this industry. " ; 

He said tliat at the beginning of the 
war we did not have enough dyes of 
our own to print postage stamps or dye 
uniforms for soldiers, and practically 
no dye plants, but in five years' time 
we had a dye industry equal to any, 
and are now manufacturing .'100 colors 
as good as any from foreign countries 
and better than some. 

In connection' with the dye-, industry, 
were developed the manufacture of 
photographic supplies' for aeroplane 
work, -and' poisonous gas used in the 
war. Also some drugs, which sho\ys the 

• importance of this industry ..in the mat- 
ter of defense alone. 

In view of what lias been accom- 
plished in live years, should we not 

- stand back of this great work in which 
this country should be the leader?
